T he South had more to gain and more to 
lose by the election than any other portion of 
the country.

It will not. there­ 
fore, lie able to do anything that will disturb or 
dam age the financial interests of our common coun­ 
try'- The colored people have prospered greatly un­ 
der Cleveland's adm inistration. They 
will, 
of 
course, be gratiflisl at the restoration of the Repub­ 
lican party to power. 
While the whites would have 
been pleased at the re-election of Cleveland, they will 
have nothing to fear from a change in the adm inis­ 
tration.

The Bourbons express great sur 
prise at the magnitude of the Republican m a­ 
jorities throughout that section, and m ourn­ 
fully ascribe it to the failure of the “ ca 
puign of intellect ” to penetrate it. The right 
cause is something quite different. 
It is to 
he found in the partisan meanness with 
which the claims of Dakota, 
Washington, 
Montana and other territories were treated by 
the Democratic Congress.

cam paign just closed in this state lias been 
the most rem arkable in the memory of the 
present generation. 
W e refer to the cleanli­ 
ness of the ut'erances of the orators and news­ 
papers of the two parties.

duction. 
But when the sun rose on that 
eventful day, and shot his glances of light 
down into the little vallev, there was nothing 
in the atmosphere to indicate the pain brew­ 
ing in the crucible of Fate. 
The leaves' in 
Lindsley’s Woods whispered as blithely, the 
chicken hawk circled ou still wing over Doo- 
Ian’s yard, where the goslings were, and? he 
female portion of Mrs. Finn’sdairy ma-a-a ed 
just as plaintively as she had done ou other 
and less eveutful days. 
Indeed, the ordinary routine of duties was 
taken up iu the habitual Finn manner.

At 7:30 little Miice stepped iuio the back 
yard with a loug putty-blower in hi* hand 
Flie nanny goat was quietly feeding on a cab­ 
bage stump near the door 
Mickey climbed 
over 
the fence into llie adjoining lot, and 
lav down in the long grass. 
He had a liuuk 
of fresh dough in his hand. 
Lying on hi 
back he carefully trained his putty blower on 
on a hornet’s nest under the gable of the roof, 
an 1 sent a chunk of dough with unerring aim 
into the fragile nest. 
A dozen hornets, mad 
with rage, flew out and darted through tlit 
air in search of the aggressor. 
Then another 
round shot ot dough cut like a bullet through 
the nest. 
This awakened an army of infm 
iated hornets.

Encouraged by the promise of so munifi­ 
cent a reward, little Mike hastened off in 
pursuit of the billy goat, 
which animal he 
quickly harnessed to the bone cart. 
When 
bis mother had closed the door of the shanty 
he secured the nanny also and put her be 
tween the shafts, so that he bad his team 
hitched tandem. 
Down the road dashed this 
unique turnout, followed by a crowd of ad 
miring children. 
The windows along the 
route were filled with inquiring faces as the 
goats went by at a gallop,the billy making fre 
quent detours in pursuit of dogs, and more 
than one mother prophesied eventual harm to 
that “ dure Hivvil, Mickey Finn.” 
J ust where the road turns down a steep in 
cline leading to the Ponckhoekic Chapel 
tbere rises a blue-stone wall forty feet in 
height, topped with a primitive railing.

There has been no lack of water power on 
the streams of Ulster County this fall. Weath­ 
er prophets say snow-falls will be light this 
winter. 
In his annual report General Greely asserts 
that during the past year about 76 per cent, 
of the weather predictions have proved 
correct. There were last year 503 false 
signals of cold waves sent out in a total of 
1733.At about 11:30 o’clock last night there was 
a sev» re storm hereabout. Ruin fell in tor­ 
rent* anti the wind blew a gale for about an 
hour. Wiudow blinds that were not proper­ 
ly fastened were slammed against houses. 
Many people were unable to sleep until the 
storm bad abated. On the Hudson River 
boatmen experienced difficulty in making 
progress. There was a heavy fog, and boat­ 
men w*re compelled to run their vessels 
lowly or come to an anchor. Captain Isaac 
DeLaVcrgne, of the steamboat James W. 
Baldwin, this morning, said the past week 
has been a trying one for navigators on the 
Hudson. Heavy fogs have prevailed each 
night. On Tuesday night the fog was the 
thickest in a long time. Craft were anchored 
at many poiuts for hours before it was 
deemed safe to proceed. 
The propeller J. C. Hartt. having in tow 
the barges Sarah Smith and Enterprise,which 
left New-York last night, and was due here 
early this morning, had not yet arrived here 
at 3 o'clock this afternoon. Other tows have 
also been detained. To-day the fog ou the 
Hudson was reported as being unusually 
thick und heavy. Albany passenger boats 
had not passed the mouth of the Rondout 
Creek at a late hour this afternoon.
